“We have collected 200 bodies so 
far from all over the field,” said 
Mohammed Akhil, the police officer 
in charge of the operations. 

The Saudi Arabia-bound Saudi jet- 
liner with 312 passengers and crew 
members had been in the air for only 
seven minutes when it collided with a 
Kazakstan Airlines Ilyushin-76 cargo 
plane, which was on a landing 
approach, aviation officials said. 

Seventeen foreigners were on board 
the Saudi jetliner, including two 
Americans and a Briton, Press Trust 
of India news agency reported. 

The plane arriving from Shymkent 
in the former Soviet republic of 
Kazakstan was carrying 39 people, 28 
Kazak passengers and an 11-member 
Russian crew. 

All aboard the two planes were 
believed killed. There were no reports 
that anyone on the ground died. 

Hours after the crash, the crumpled 
fuselage of the Kazak plane rested in 
a field. The jet’s wings had been 
sliced off. A few charred bodies lay 
on the ground. 

Local district administrator T.V.S.L. 
Prasad said workers were trying to 
extricate bodies from the plane. 

The American pilot of a C-141 Air 
Force transport plane who was bring- 
ing in supplies for the U.S. Embassy 
in New Delhi witnessed the crash’s 
fiery aftermath from 20,000 feet. 

“We noticed out of our right-hand 
(side of the plane) a large cloud lit up 
with an orange glow from within the 
clouds,” the 30-year-old captain told 
reporters in a conference call from the 
Indian capital.

“The glow intensity of the cloud 
became dimmer and the two fireballs 
descended and became fireballs on 
the ground,” said the pilot, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 

The total number of passengers and 
crew members was reported by the 
local news agency, which quoted civil 
aviation authorities and was con- 


firmed for The Associated Press by an 
airport police official. 

The U.S. Embassy could not con- 
firm. that two Americans were on 
board; the British Foreign office said 
one of its citizens was believed killed. 

Nine Nepalese, three Pakistanis; a 
Bangladeshi and a Saudi were also.on 
the Saudi plane, which had taken off 
from New Delhi’s Indira Gandhi 
International Airport. 

. The Indian government announced a 
judicial inquiry into the cause of thé 
accident. 

The weather in New Delhi. was nor- 
mal for this time of year. The skies 
were clear, albeit polluted. Smoke 
from fireworks set off in recent days 
to celebrate the Hindu holiday of 
Diwali had thickened the haze. 

At about 6:40 p.m. local time, as the 
sun was setting, the Saudi plane was 
cleared to climb to 14,000 feet, while 
the Kazak aircraft was authorized to 
descend to 15,000 feet, said H.S. 
Khola, the director general of civil 
aviation. Suddenly, he said at a new 
conference, “the radar blip of both 
aircraft was lost.” 

Tuesday’s crash appears to be the 
third-deadliest air accident ever. 

In 1977, two Boeing 747s operated 
by Pan American and KLM collided 
at the airport on Tenerife in Spain’s 
Canary Islands, killing 582 people. In 
1985, a Japan Air Lines Boeing 747 
crashed into a mountain on a domes- 
tic flight, killing 520. 

Until Tuesday’s crash, the third- 
deadliest crash was a 1974 accident 
outside Paris involving a Turkish DC- 
10 that killed 346 people. rs

Beckham 
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Court asked to make assisted suicides illegal 


WASHINGTON — The Clinton administration asked the Supreme Court 
Tuesday to rule that terminally ill people have no constitutional right to doctor- 
assisted suicide. 

Justice Department lawyers argued in court papers that a lower court was 
wrong when it struck down a New York law that banned doctors from prescrib- 
ing Jife-ending drugs for terminally ill but mentally competent people who no 
longer wish to live. 

There is a “widely accepted distinction between killing and letting die,’ act- 
ing -SOlicitor General Walter Dellinger wrote in the New York case. 

Allgwing doctor-assisted suicide could lead to “the deaths of many (people) 

_ whe are not competent, not terminally ill and not truly ready to die, but who 
are Steered toward suicide” by doctors, family members or a mistaken diagno- 
sis, Dellinger wrote. 

‘Fhe prohibition on assisting suicide erects an important psychological barri- 
erfer the physician who might be tempted to resort to a quick exit for the 
patient whose illness he cannot cure,” Dellinger said. 


$240 million water project to wet Uinta Basin 


SALT LAKE CITY — Two water projects to deliver additional supplies to 
the Uinta Basin have been endorsed by the Central Utah Water Conservancy 
District board. 

The projects are expected to cost about $240 million. 

Tie board’s action clears the way for draft environmental impact statements 
to-be-sent to Department of Interior to make the projects eligible for federal 
financial aid. 

“It’s a major accomplishment for the district to get this far,” said project man- 
ager Terry Holzworth, who has spent the past three years studying the technical 
feasibility and negotiating the political elements of building a system that will 
serve the needs of farmers, the Ute Indian Tribe, environmental interests and 
the federal government. 

“We believe we have a project acceptable to the tribe and irrigators in the 
basin,” he said. 


UN. resolves U.S. should end Cuban embargo 


UNITED NATIONS — Citing a controversial U.S. trade law, the U.N. 
General Assembly Thursday overwhelmingly approved a resolution urging the 
United States to end its embargo against Fidel Castro’s regime. 

The vote was 138-3 with 25 abstentions. It was the fifth straight year such a 
resolution has been adopted. 

The resolution by the 185-member General Assembly is nonbinding but 
reflects the widespread international opposition to U.S. policy toward Cuba, 
particularly the controversial Helms-Burton Act. 

The Helms-Burton Act allows Americans to sue foreign companies using 
property in Cuba confiscated from Americans after the Cuban revolution of 
1959s 

“This assembly has an opportunity to vote not only against a policy that is 
ufifair, but also to make sure that no state, however powerful, may be able to 
ignore international law,’ Cuban Vice President Carlos Lage told the assembly. 

The resolution calls on all states to refrain from enacting laws that unilateral- 
ly. apply “economic and trade measures by one state against another (that) 
affect the free flow of international traffic.”

NEW YORK — Thirty people were 
taken into custody for questioning 
Tuesday after police said an investiga- 
tion of possible child abuse led to dis- 
covery of an arsenal in an apartment 
house. 

Police said they found assault rifles, 
shotguns, submachine guns and thou- 
sands of rounds of ammunition in 
three adjoining buildings in the 
Crown Heights section of Brooklyn. 
They also found black powder, which 
Deputy Inspector William Allee said 
could be a component for making 
explosives. 

Police were looking at information 
that the suspects were members of a 
group called the Provisional Party of 
Communists, said Deputy Inspector 
Michael Collins. 

Collins said the group’s name previ- 
ously surfaced in 1984, when police 
raided the same location in another 
weapons investigation. He did not 
have details. 

Police and social workers entered a 
four-story brownstone in the Crown 
Heights section on Monday evening 
after first being barred as they sought 
to investigate a complaint of child 
abuse that had been lodged with the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children. 

Allee said a search was begun when 
people inside said there were no chil- 
dren. 

After weapons were discovered, the 
search was extended to the two 
adjoining buildings, where a girl and 
two boys were found, along with

more weapons, police said. 

Allee said the children’s mother, 
who was not immediately identified, 
was charged with endangering the 
welfare of a minor and assault. He did 
not say what the assault charge 
stemmed from. He said the children 
were in good condition. 

A few other suspects were expected 
to face charges of weapon possession, 
police said. 

The three buildings were evacuated 
and tenants who were not believed 
involved with the group were relocat- 
ed to a school gymnasium nearby. 

Neighbors said the building’s own- 
ers frequently were seen taking bags 
of debris out of the buildings and 
loading them into cars. They 
described the group as secretive. 

“You ask them for their name and 
they’ll tell you, “You don’t need to 
know my name,” said Craig Johnson, 
26. 

Johnson said he and other tenants 
were forbidden from entering the 
basements or back yards “for their 
own protection.”

KINSHASA, Zaire — In the under- 
ground corridors of a University of 
Kinshasa dormitory, hundreds of 
young men sleep head-to-foot on 
mats lining damp cement floors. 

There is no running water and only 
sporadic electricity. The stench of 
overflowing toilets is tolerable only 
when overwhelmed by the sweet- 
and-sour smell of manioc leaves and 
pilipili peppers boiling on open fires. 

Here, bright students with dreams 
of becoming engineers, doctors and 
lawyers have become leaders of a 
movement to overthrow the govern- 
ment. 

The movement was provoked by 
ethnic Tutsi rebel attacks on eastern 
Zaire and anger over a government 
too weak to counter those attacks. 
But it was born in the humility of liv- 
ing in constant filth and hunger. 

“I’m ashamed for you to see this, 
our villa in the hills,” said Dave 
Tanda, a 30-year-old law student and 
protest leader. “It’s each man for 


himself here.” 

The students want the parliament to 
oust Prime Minister Leon Kengo wa 
Dondo. They say Kengo, whose 
mother is a Rwandan Tutsi, has been 
soft on Rwanda, Zaire’s neighbor 
with a Tutsi-led government accused 
of supporting the Tutsi rebels who 
have taken over parts of eastern Zaire. 

Thousands of students in the past 
two weeks have taken to the streets, 
often. commandeering public buses 
and private cars. Their violent clashes 


with drivers and soldiers have killed - 


three students and one soldier. 

The students had planned to march 
Tuesday, but the capital was calm — 
perhaps because university officials 
threatened to cancel final exams, 
already delayed by several months, if 
students didn’t stay put. 

Student leaders say they deplore the 
attacks on ethnic Tutsis — most of 
whom have fled the capital — and 
issued a declaration calling on their 
peers to forget their “xenophobic sen- 
timents” and join their cause to 
peacefully oust the government. 


NRA wants to join the U.N., 
tries to stop global gun ban

NEW YORK — The National Rifle 
Association, on guard against global 


~ gun control, is going global itself. 


The potent Washington lobby is 
trying to win a seat this week as an 
accredited advocacy group at the 
United Nations, where it will cam- 
paign against a possible U.N. push 
for tighter regulation of the firearms 
trade worldwide. 

The U.S. gun owners’ organization 
was alarmed last December when the 
General Assembly ordered a U.N. 
study to investigate ways “to prevent 
and reduce the excessive and destabi- 
lizing accumulation and transfer of 
small arms and light weapons.” 

The study group, the U.N. Panel of 
Governmental Experts on Small 
Arms, began its work in June. 

“We had members concerned about 
what was going on at the United 
Nations,” said the NRA’s chief 
Washington lobbyist, Tanya Metaksa. 

The association applied for status 
as a nongovernmental organization 
participating in U.N. activities and 
obtained preliminary approval from a 
committee of U.N.-affiliated NGOs.

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-Utah still growing despite 
4ax cuts, balanced budget

SALT LAKE CITY — Utah is a 
leader when it comes to cutting taxes 
and balancing its budget, even though 
state government continues to grow at 
vajmost unprecedented rates. 
< ‘An annual survey by the National 
Governors Association and the 
“National Association of State Budget 
Officers revealed that 35 of 50 states 
cut some taxes, saving taxpayers $4.2 
‘Dillion next year. Most of the states 
also managed to balance their bud- 
gets, since they are prohibited from 
running up the kinds of massive debt 
the federal government does each 
"year. 

“Today, governors are committed to 
“reducing taxes and making state pro- 
‘grams more efficient,” said NGA 
‘executive director Raymond C. 
Scheppach. It’s what voters want. 
“Utah helped lead the way with state 
tax cuts, the survey said. 
°“But while the survey listed all the 
‘taxes Utah Gov. Mike Leavitt and the 
“GOP-dominated Legislature cut over

the past four years, it didn’t mention 
that at the same time Utah govern- 
ment grew at record levels. 

The state’s general and uniform 
school funds, into which most taxes 
flow, grew more than 5 percent a year. 
In the past decade, the state’s expen- 
ditures have more than doubled to 
$5.4 billion. 

Even so, Utah residents have seen 
their taxes decrease. The survey 
showed: Utah was one of 19 states to 
reduce personal income taxes — by 
roughly $45 million. 

Utah was also among 11 states that 
reduced corporate income taxes, 
reducing its gross receipts tax rate to 
reduce taxes by $4.8 million, the sixth 
biggest cut nationally by. dollar 
amount. 

Utah was also among 16 states that 
added exemptions to sales taxes. It 
added exemptions for skiing, taxis, 
coin-operated laundromats and some 
amusement machines for a savings to 
them or their customers of $1.5 mil- 
lion. 

The state also cut property taxes by 
$90 million last year.

Annoyed lawmaker suggests Redfor

SALT LAKE CITY — A rural Utah lawmaker, 
angry at Robert Redford’s involvement in the 
state’s environmental issues, wants to turn the 
actor-director’s Utah ski resort into wilderness. 

Rep. Brad Johnson intended his “Sundance 
Wilderness Area” resolution as a tweak at Redford 
and other environmentalists he believes are robbing 
rural Utahns of their livelihood. 

But a Redford spokesman says the actor-director 
thinks it’s a grand, if impractical, idea. 

Johnson, a cattle rancher and member of the con- 
servative, pro-state’s rights “Cowboy Caucus” in 
the Utah Legislature, is peeved at Redford’s vocal 
— and financial — support of a variety of Utah 
pro-environment groups. He’s particularly mad at 
Redford’s advocacy for the new 1.7 million-acre 
Grand Staircase-Escalante National Monument 
established by surprise presidential decree two 
months ago. 

Johnson admits there is no clear mechanism in 
state government to take the privately owned 
Sundance Ski and Summer Resort on roughly 
6,000 spectacular acres on the east slope of Mt. 
Timpanogos. 

Nevertheless, the lawmaker wants the resolution 


to make a point. 

“We see lots of people that are very interested in 
taking land away from someone else to preserve it, 
but we don’t see many of them wanting to make a 
sacrifice themselves,” Johnson said.

proposes improved facilities

If all goes well, the McDonald 
Health Center will have a new loca- 
tion by May of 1998, said Val 
Christensen, director of the center. 

The new location, still awaiting 
official approval, will be in the trian- 
gular lot just south of Wymount 
Terrace on 900 East and will provide 


-30,000 square feet of flooring and 


twice as many exam rooms. 

“Tt certainly will give us a better 
work environment,” Christensen said. 
“The new center will also be more 
aesthetically pleasing to the 
patients.” 

The proposed plans are not a new 
idea, according to Christensen. A 
discussion for a new center has been 
going on for about 15 years. 

“The current health center was built 
in 1955 and was not conceived for 
the use we have today. A visit to the 
current center is probably the best 
way to see we need a new center,” 
Christensen said. 

The original center also housed the 
ROTC on campus and was designed 
in a rectangular shape. | 

“Health care tries to cluster their 
facilities,’ Christensen said. 

The process for developing the cen- 
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ter has been a detailed one, satd 
Gene Libutti of BYU Planning. After 
getting the go-ahead from adminis- 
tration, BYU Planning begins to look 
at the needed number of rooms,,size 
and technology needed. 5 

An architect is then called upon. to 
make a preliminary drawing of the 
overall layout, and sites are looked. at

Next the preliminary plans are sub- 
mitted back to the administration

The new Health Center is in the last 
of those three phases. 

Christensen is hopeful that the 
plans will be approved by the end of 
the year and that the groundbreaking 
will take place late February or eany 
March. 

A cost for the new two-story center 
has not been made public yet 
because the bidding process still: lies 
ahead.

The BYU International Cinema’s 
celebration of color continues. this 
week with the Chinese movie “Red 
Firecracker Green Firecracker” and 
the Canadian “Black Robe” — both 
movies well-known for their cine- 
matography and historic plot. 

“Red Firecracker Green 
Firecracker” was shot in Hong Kong 
and China in 1994 and is directed by 
He Ping. 

According to film critic Tony 


Rayns in Sight and Sound, the. 


movie rises to the challenge of 
telling a story rooted in Chinese his- 
tory and culture, in terms that will be 
accessible to any viewer. Chinese or 


not. 


The movie has solid conceptual 
roots in the changes in present-day 
China. 

Chun Zhi, a 19-year old woman, 
is her family’s heir to their old- 
established fireworks factory in 
northern China. Because the family 
has decided on Chunzhi’s destiny a 
long time ago, she has always been 
treated like a boy. 

Shortly before the Chinese New 
Year, a young artist comes to the 
factory to paint decorations of vari- 
ous Gods. Chun Zhi and the artist 
fall in love. 

However, a relationship between 
the two is opposed by the Chun 
Zhi’s guardian and other members of 
the household who are afraid of their 
positions. They tell her that by 
choosing her own husband, she will 
go against the will of her ancestors. 
They suggest a public competition: 
The man who presents the most 
beautiful firecracker will make her 
his wife. 

According to film critic Tony 
Rayns, “Red Firecracker Green 
Firecracker,’ is one of the few seri- 
ous Chinese movies of recent years 
to have absolutely no sub text. The 
movie has been described to fit into 
the Chinese genre inaugurated by 
Zhang Yimou’s “Red Sorghum,” 
1987. 

“Tts expertly judged visual style — 
austere framing and classical editing 
patterns contradicted by sumptuous 
dark colors and textures — gives it 
the edge,” Rayns said. 

The film’s cinematography 
includes individual arresting images, 
control of color and flair of the 
design.

Green Firecracker” has been com- 
pared with “Red Sorghum,” “Black 
Robe,” from 1991, has been said to 
have “everything that was missing 
from ‘Dances With Wolves.’ It total- 
ly transports you to another time and 
place,” said Larry Frascella in US 
Magazine. 
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The director Bruce Beresford and 
the cinematographer Peter James are 
known for their collaboration on ear- 
lier films, among those the well- 
known “Driving Miss Daisy.” 

The novel is written by Brian 
Moore and the setting is Quebec, 
1634. Father Laforgue, a French 
Jesuit priest, sets out on a physically 
and spiritual journey through the 
wilds of 17th-century Canada toward 
a remote mission 500 miles away. 

Father Laforgue is accompanied by 
a tribe of the Algonquin Indians and a 
young interpreter. As time goes on, 
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the Indians suspect Laforgue to be a 
demon. 

Father Laforgue, on the other hand; 
has a hard time accepting their, in his 
eyes, sinful immorality. 

During the journey, which is filled 
with attacks and torture from other 
Indians, Father Laforgue slowly starts 
understanding the Indians’ culture 
and indeed strong spirituality and 
affinity with nature.

Singer Daniel Reneer, 26, a junior 
majoring in design from Provo, said 
he- doesn’t want to alienate anyone 
with his lyrics so he ends up writing 
most of the songs about the universal 
theme of love and relationships. 

For instance, in the song “out of my 
control,” he sings, “I’ve felt this once 
before last time I got hurt and a 
mouthful of dirt/ caution is a must/ 
love comes after trust.”

Pearson also admitted that his first 
concert when he was 14 years old 
was Whitesnake with Great White, 
and he can still play “Rock Me” by 
Great White, which he learned in 
junior high school. 

Although Pearson started out as a 
big metal head, his playing style is 
now influenced by bands like Toad 
the Wet Sprocket, Afghan Whigs and 
Screaming Trees. ; 

Ryan Brower, 24, a BYU graduate 
from Boise, Idaho, and drummer of 
Honeytree, said he knew he wanted to 
play drums when he saw the U2 
video for “Gloria.”

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Friberg speaks on the power of illustr

In lieu of the Hall of Fame exhibi- 
tion, Arnold Friberg, a world renown 
illustrator from Salt Lake City, 
talked about the history of illustra- 
tion, addressing some of his own 


works as well as some of the works ' 


from the exhibition in the Brimhall 
Gallery, Thursday. 

According to a news release, 
Friberg’s works are noted in the 
Cecil B. De Mille’s classic film “The 


Ten Commandments,” Northwest. 


Paper Company’s commission of 
Canadian Mounty painting, the 
Book of Mormon series for the LDS 
Church and themes from the 
American West. , 

Friberg, a student of the grand 
master Harvey Dunn, has done a 
portrait of Prince Charles, and he 
has recently completed a portrait of 
Queen Elizabeth II as well. 

“To illustrate is more than just to 
render. One has to have great heart 
in it; you have to put feeling in it,” 
Friberg said. 

Friberg was able to explain the dif- 
ferent paintings from the Hall of 
Fame exhibition because he knew 
many of the illustrators personally, 
said Robert Barrett, associate chair 
of Visual Art at BYU. 

“Friberg shared experience and 
enthusiasm about those great times 
and that great tradition,” Barrett said. 

The Hall of Fame, to which 
Friberg himself does not belong, 
started in 1958, and Norman 
Rockwell was the first member. 

“It was a fantastic experience to 
have someone to relate to us; Friberg 
knows the whole history of illustra- 
tion as a branch of art. Friberg is one 
of the great masters still. It was nice 
to have him explain the history,” 
Justin Craig, a senior majoring in 
illustration from Nevada said. 

Friberg explained briefly the histo- 
ry of illustration. It started out on 
wood. Then came the half-tones and 
the grays, and the next development 
was colors. After this illustration 
grew fast and started to blossom. 

Painters did not think much of 
illustration, but because photo jour- 
nalism was very limited, illustration 
was important. Some illustrators 
made up to $ 50,000 a year during 
the depression, he said. 

About his working methods, 
Friberg said: “The picture .reveals 
itself. You have to follow the picture. 
I am not its master. I am the pic- 
ture’s servant.” 

Concerning his own illustrations,

“It’s not going to be evident right 
away, but the talent level is the most 
since I’ve been here,” said Knight, 
who led the Cardinal in scoring and 
ranked sixth in the nation in assists. 

Arizona (26-7 last season) replaced 
five seniors with a recruiting class 
regarded as one of the most talented 
in the country.

“How we go this year is going to 
depend on Michael and Miles,’ coach 
Lute Olson said. “They’re going to 
provide what Khalid Reeves and 
Damon Stoudamire provided three 
years ago.” 

Guard Mike Bibby is the most her- 
alded of Olson’s recruits. The son of 
Southern California coach Henry 
Bibby could be the first freshman to 
start in- Tucson since Sean Elliott in 
1985. 

Realignment affected the Western 
Athletic and Big West conferences 
this season. 

The WAC looks like the big winner 
with three preseason Top 25 teams in 
No. 6 Utah, No. 14 Fresno State and 


No. 17 New Mexico. In the West, 
only the Pac-10 also landed three 
teams in the preseason rankings. 

Joining those conference stalwarts 
are six new teams — UNLY, Texas 
Christian, Rice, Southern Methodist, 
Tulsa and San Jose State. UNLV and 
San Jose State fled the Big West, 
while Tulsa came from the Missouri 
Valley and the three. Texas schools 
came over from the disbanded 
Southwest Conference. 

The WAC will be divided into two 


divisions of eight teams, with the top - 


six in the Mountain and Pacific divi- 
sions making the postseason tourna- 
ment. 

Utah, a 27-7 team that reached the 
final 16 of the NCAA tournament last 
season, is favored to defend its con- 
ference title, pursued closely by New 
Mexico in the Mountain Division. 

The Utes lost guards Brandon Jessie 
and Mark Rydalch, but more impor- 
tantly, forward Keith Van Horn decid- 
ed to stick around for his senior year 
instead of declaring for the NBA 
draft. He was Utah’s only player aver- 
aging double figures last season with 
21.4 points a game. : 

Kenny Thomas, Clayton Shields and 
Charles Smith lead a New Mexico 
squad coming off a school-record 28 
wins, a WAC tournament title and a 
first-round victory in the NCAA tour- 
nament. 

In the WAC’s Pacific Division, 
coach Jerry Tarkanian should start 
reaping rewards a year after arriving 
at Fresno State. 

Last season, he guided the Bulldogs 
to their first 22-win season since 1985 


despite discipline problems with point ~ 


guard Dominick Young. ; 

Young settled down later in the sea- 
son, and wound up leading the nation 
with 4.1 3-pointers a game. One of his 
long-distance shots ended Utah’s 27- 
game home winning streak. 

Young (18.2 points) and Kendric 
Brooks (19.4 points) were the only 
two big scorers last season. They are 
two of four returning starters who will 
be joined by three transfers to make 
Fresno State one of the WAC’s deep- 
est teams. 

Chasing Fresno State in the Pacific 
Division will be Tarkanian’s old 
school, UNLV. He’ll make an emo- 
tional return to Las Vegas on Feb. 17 
when the Runnin’ Rebels play host to 
Fresno State. 

The West Coast Conference lost its 
premier player when Santa Clara’s 
Steve Nash went to the NBA. His 
absence, along with Brendan Graves’, 
means the Broncos won’t win the reg- 
ular-season title again. 

Portland (19-11 last season) has four 
starters back from a team that surpris- 
ingly won the WCC tournament. 

Former UCLA assistant Lorenzo 
Romar makes his head coaching 
debut up the road. from Westwood at 
Pepperdine. But he’ll be without 
transfers Jelani Gardner from 
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xpanded WAC lands three teams in pre-season polls: 


California and omm’A Givens from 
UCLA. Gerald Brown, the WCC’s 
leading scorer last season, is recover- 
ing from offseason knee surgery. 

The Big West picked up new mem- 
bers Boise State, Cal Poly-San Luis 
Obispo, Idaho: and North Texas, 
prompting the conference to split into 
Western and Eastern divisions with 


six teams each. 8 

Former Syracuse assistant Wayne 
Morgan inherits a solid Long Beach 
State lineup from Seth Greenberg, 
who left for South Florida. The status 
of James Cotton, the conference’s 
leading scorer at 19.5 points a game, 
is uncertain.

Pentagon funds study 
of Gulf War illness

WASHINGTON — Acknowledging 
it has not done enough, the Pentagon 
said Tuesday it would double the 
money it is spending to find whether 
U.S. troops were exposed to chemical 
agents in the Persian Gulf War. 

President Clinton, meanwhile, 
named a senior Navy officer to his 
National Security Staff to coordinate 
efforts concérning illnesses suffered 
by U.S. troops who served in the war. 

Deputy Defense Secretary John 
White, tle Pentagon’s No. 2 official, 
told reporters the Pentagon is pump- 
ing $27 million into further medical 
research and an intensified investiga- 
tion of events during and after the 
Gulf War. White also named a senior 
civilian Navy official, Bernard 
Rostker, to a new position on Gulf 
War illness issues. 

The announcement came a day 
before the Presidential Advisory 
Committee on Gulf War Veterans’ 
Illnesses, a panel that has been 
sharply critical of the Pentagon, 
which was to hold a daylong hearing 
on the issue. 

“T wanted to make sure that we had 
sufficient resources available,’ White 
said. ““We’ve determined that we did 
not, and we substantially increased 
those resources.” 

At the White House, National 
Security Adviser Anthony Lake 
announced the appointment of Rear 
Adm. Paul E. Busick to the NSC staff 


as the lead White House coordinator ‘ 


on Gulf War issues. 

The Pentagon decision came after 
Rostker and other senior defense offi- 
cials told White in recent weeks that 
the job of sorting out what happened 
in the Gulf relating to chemical 
weapons was far larger than previ- 
ously believed. 

“This is a big, complicated issue. 
We’re looking at an operation that 
took hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple. There are literally millions of 
pages of documents. It is operational- 
ly complicated,” White said. 

The additional $27 million includes 
$5 million for further research into 
the possible effects of low-level 
exposure to chemical weapons, $10 
million for research into chemical 
hazards and $12 million on general 
research into chemical weapons- 
related aspects of the Gulf War. 

Rostker, who is giving up his post 
as assistant secretary of the Navy, 
said the Pentagon will be hiring pri- 
vate contractors who have worked 
with the military to investigate Gulf 
War operations. The team under his 
command will grow from a dozen 
people to 110 over the next month. 

The team will be investigating not 
only the March 1991 destruction of 
an Iraqi weapons storage bunker at 
Kamisiyah but what White called 
“dozens” of other incidents, includ- 
ing several in which the chemical 
weapon detectors carried by U.S. or 
allied soldiers activated. 


Land deal endangered by owl sighting

to a local environmentalist group, 
the existence of the species in the 
area should halt all prospects of sell- 
ing or using the land. 

Robert Weed, president of the 
Boulder Mountain Wilderné€ss 
Committee, said that the owl sight- 
ing is not the only problem. 

“Tf you treat the forest well enough 
to preserve the owl, it helps to pro- 
tect many other species that don’t 
get the same level of protection,” 
Weed said. 

A consultation process involving 
the Boulder Mountain Wilderness 
Committee and the Utah Chapter of 
the Sierra Club is under way to 
require the USFWS to offer an opin- 
ion on whether the proposed timber 
sale would jeopardize the survival of 
the owl. 

The consultation process could 
take several months, said Kate 
Zimmerman, the attorney represent- 
ing the Committee and the local 
Sierra Club chapter. 

Moreover, the sighting of only one 
owl will not be enough to protect it. 
According to USFWS regulations, 
two or more species must be 
observed for any type of protection 
to be granted. As of last week, only 
the solitary owl had been noted. 

The proposed logging project, if 
approved, would log nearly 21 mil- 
lion board feet of wood on the 
southwest side of Boulder Mountain, 
just north of the town of Escalante. 

According to Alexandra Murphy, a 
member of the Boulder Mountain 
Wilderness Committee, the location 
of the logging prospect is just as 
much of a reason to stop the logging 
as the sight of the owl. 

“The proposed logging area 
includes a section of land where the 
headwaters form for the Escalante 
region,’ Murphy said. “The drainage 
impact and water quality issues in 
the monument area could be disas- 
trous for the monument if the land is 
logged.” 

According to the Dixie National 
Forest surveys, the proposed logging 
action would generate $1,463,128 in 
receipts.

to fight HIV

While looking for a new way to ster- 
ilize medical equipment, Medical 
Discoveries Inc.’s research found that 
their process is also able to fight HIV. 

Merlin Toombs, the vice president 
and director of MDI, based in Salt 
Lake City, said that the process began 
with an orthopedic surgeon who was 
looking for a safer way to sterilize his 
equipment from HIV. What he discov- 
ered became Medical Discoveries Inc. 
Pharmaceutical. 

MDI-P is an electrolyzed, nontoxic, 
saline solution of ozone and chlorine. 
Fullmer said MDI decided to see if it 
could be used to kill bacteria inside the 
human body. 

Dr. William Welch, director and vice 
president of research and develop- 
ment, said HIV kills the lymphocytes 
in the human body. After exposure to 
the MDI-P, they found a 40 percent 
increase in the lymphocyte count. 

“We received very encouraging 
remarks from the FDA with our steril- 
ization method, but because we are a 
small, private company, we still need 
more funds to move into the HIV test- 
ing,’ Fullmer said. 

According to an article done by 
Jordan Richard ‘Association, MDI 
plans to bring its product to the market 
first as a sterilizing agent for medical 
instruments. The revenue will then be 
used to fund further development for 
human illnesses like HIV. 

Bacillus stearothermophilus was cul- 
tured on medical handpieces overnight 
and then immersed in MDI-P solution 
for six minutes. After the immersion, 
none of the handpieces had any trace 
of the organism.

Army faces 2nd scandal this week

FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo. — In the second Army 
sex scandal in less than a week, a male drill sergeant at one 
of the nation’s biggest basic-training posts pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to having sex with three female soldiers. 

Two other male officers at Fort Leonard Wood faced 
charges of improperly touching female trainees, and seven 
drill sergeants were suspended, but not charged, as the 
Army investigates allegations ranging from giving ciga- 
rettes to trainees to improper touching or kissing. 

The charges were announced five days after a sex scandal 
broke at the military’s Aberdeen Proving Ground in 
Maryland. The Army said the two cases are unrelated. 

At his court-martial Tuesday, Staff Sgt. Loren B. Taylor 
pleaded guilty to failing to obey a general regulation by 
having consensual sex with three female recruits and try- 
ing to have sex with another. He also admitted having 
improper contact with a fifth woman recruit. 

Army regulations ban sexual relationships between com- 
manders and subordinates. The recruits were 21 years old 
on average and were undergoing basic training. 

As part of Taylor’s plea, the Army dropped charges of 
perjury and obstruction of justice, for allegedly offering a 
potential female witness $500 to change her sworn state- 
ment. 

Trials for Sgt. George W. Blackley Jr. and Staff Sgt. 
Anthony S. Fore are scheduled next month. Both are 


charged with failing to obey a general. regulation, indecent 
assault and maltreatment for allegedly offensively touch- 
ing trainees. | 

At the Army Ordnance Center at Aberdeen, the Army last 
week charged four drill instructors and a captain with rap- 
ing, sexually harassing or otherwise having improper rela- 
tionships with at least a dozen young women recruits in 
their first weeks of training at Aberdeen. 

The men were suspended along with 15 other instructors. 

There is no connection between the cases at Aberdeen 
and at Fort Wood, where authorities knew of the charges 
before the Army set up a hot line for reports of sexual mis- 
conduct, said Lt. Col. William Harkey, a Pentagon 
spokesman. 

“We have never hid anything. We have had media 
inquiries after everything broke in Aberdeen,” said Lt. Col. 
Enrique Mendez, a spokesman at Fort Wood. 

The Army said trainees at Fort Wood are told their first 
day on the base how to report harassment or uncomfort- 
able situations involving other soldiers. 

On Tuesday, the Army allowed reporters to speak with a 
group of Fort Wood trainees who have been in the military 
for about six weeks. None of the. women said they felt sex- 
ual pressure or harassment. 

“My drill sergeants are very, very helpful to us,” said Pvt. 


Sheila Stanton, 20, of Frostproof, Fla. “They train us hard, ° 


they treat us as equals to the males. They’ve never. done 
anything to make us feel uncomfortable.” 


Jury finds ‘Jenny Jones’ guest: 
guilty of second-degree murd)j 


Court decision 
may put Schmitz 
in prison for life

PONTIAC, Mich. — A one-time 
“Jenny Jones Show” guest was con- 
victed Tuesday of lesser charge of 
second-degree murder for fatally 
shooting a gay admirer who revealed 
his crush during a taping of the TV 
talk show. 

Jurors opted against the more seri- 
ous charge of first-degree murder 
against Jonathan Schmitz, which 
would have carried an automatic life 
sentence without possibility of parole. 
Second-degree murder carries a sen- 
tence of up to life in prison. 
Sentencing was set for Dec. 4. 

An Oakland County Circuit jury of 
seven men and five women deliberat- 
ed all day Friday and about 2 1/2 
hours Tuesday before reaching its 
decision. 

Schmitz, 26, was charged with fatal- 
ly shooting Scott Amedure in March 
1995 after the two were taped for a 
“Jenny Jones Show” segment about 
same-sex crushes. 

His lawyers said the show misled 
him into believing he was going to 
meet the woman of his dreams and 
said he was publicly ambushed and 
humiliated when his secret admirer 
turned out to be Amedure. 

“Tt’s OK,’ Schmitz said to his moth- 
er in the gallery as he was being led 
from court after the verdict was 
announced. Connie Schmitz appeared 
upset and near tears. 

“T think (the jurors) knew it couldn’t 
be-first degree because of his capacity 
being so obviously diminished,” 
defense attorney James Burdick told 
WDIV television after the verdict. But 
Burdick said he would appeal the sec- 


ond-degree murder conviction. 

Amedure’s brother, Frank Amedure 
Jr., said defense lawyers threw confu- 
sion into a clear case of murder and 
he felt “utter disappointment.” But “T 
suppose it could have been a lot 
worse,” he said. 

The case focused attention on 
“ambush” television and titillating 
daytime talk shows. 

Prosecutor Roman Kalytiak said in 
closing arguments that the defense 
was trying to blame everyone but 
Schmitz. 

“This isn’t the Jenny Jones case,” 
Kalytiak said. “Somehow, Scott 
Amedure got lost in the shuffle of this 
particular case.” 

Prosecutors contended that Schmitz 
planned and carried out the slaying of 
Amedure, 32, of Orion Township on 
March 9, 1995, three days after the 
never-aired show was taped. 

Defense attorneys never denied that 
Schmitz shot Amedure. But they con- 
tended that he had been misled by 
producers before appearing on the 
show. They said the humiliation of 
learning that his secret admirer was a 
man, coupled with his history of 
depression, a thyroid ailment and 
other problems, left him mentally 
incapable of forming the intent to 
commit first-degree murder. 

Schmitz’s parents testified that their 
son behaved oddly as early as 3 years 
old, when he would bang his head 
against the wall in anger. They said by
